The Throne of Roumanla,
Tbe following historical item is given by a

Bait. more oarer (the Wecker), on the authority
of General Sifjcl. It snows that the sugges-
tion thnt the throne of Koumania be occupied
by a l'rince of llohenzolleru wus iirst made by
a New York merchant:

Alter the Kussiaus timl evneuted the D.inu-bia- n

Principalities, at the begiutiiug of the
Crimean war, these provinces were, as is well
known, for some time occupied by tae Chris-
tians. The inhabitants were eeneraily opposed
to the permanent stay ortne latter, ana n Rood
deal of discussion arose among the people as
to what the end migut be.

At this time (December, 1854), a number of
German merchants met casually one eveuiusr at
13ucbarest, and over a glass ot wine talked over
Ihe fate ol the country ; when one ot them, Mr.
William Aufermarjn, eiucc settled iu New York,
jokinply suptfested that they should write to
the Prussian Prime Minister, Manteutlel, and
point out to him the splendid opportunity oJ'er-in- e

for disposing or one ot the scion9 ot the
Jlohcnzollern fatiiily.and relerrinnnore p;irtica-larl- y

to the Prince of Hohenzollern-Sima- r

who had then but recently resi;ned his
diminutive throne in favor of his bier cousin iu
Berlin, and who was then residing in Duasel-dor- f.

No sooner said than done. Tli3 letter
was drawn up by Mr. Autermann, and signed
by him and two other gentlemen. While the
letter was being tolded and sealed, a distin-
guished Roumanian, Bojar Bratianu, who was
of the party, and who evidently looked at the
matter seriously, asked permission to add his
name to the signatures, which was glally con-
sented to.

Eleven years after this event, Prince Charles
of Hohcnzollern-Siemarioee- son of the very
Prince just mentioned, after a romantic journey
in diseuise through the territory of his Austrian
neighbor, was elected Prince of Roumnuia; aud
when he made his triumphal entry In Bucharest,
there rode at his side none other than the Bojar
Bratianu, the last s'gner of the letter suggested
ana written oy the New yotk merchant.

How Liquors are Made.
Dr. A. A. Hays, State Assayer of Massachu-

setts, has been heard before tbe License Coin-niitt-

at BostoD. His testimony is reported in
the Bot-to- papers. He explained the method
of anaUzing liquors in his office. He then stated
that a large proportion ot the wine sold is not
made from the grape juice. JThere are more im-
pure spirits sold now than at any former period
Within his knowledge. He could easily tell
whether wine had been enforced by brandy
or not. The liquors generally sold are
manufactured. The seized liquors are gene-
rally worse than those which can be bought
ot the more respectable dealers. New
liquors, of a strictly spirituous kind, exert
a poisonous influence aside from the
alcoholic element. This Is the case with imma-ture wines, when compounded ftm immature
hHuors chosen for that purpose. The use ofliquor diminishes the vital lorces and douo les

was asked If be "wished to say auvlhing with
reference to the medical testimony given tor the
petitioners, to which he replied that Dr. Clarke
tad explained the whole subject physiologically
in a beautiful manner. The statement that
alcohol produces Jat, oris a substitute for it,
has no sufficient chemical basis. It does not
prevent the disintegration of the tissues, but
that is not a healthy action. The community
would be saved a great amount of misery aud
crime if alcohol could be banished in all its
forms, save enough, in the case of wine, for
medical purposes.

extend until they cross the edges ot the oyster
shell?. Too late to remedy the evil, the stupid
cative contents himself by sucking In a living
through an aperture which day by day grows
less. At last the mussel shuts the oyster s

mouth aHogether; and, unaoie euuer u.
dnuk. or 'uhistle." it dies; the murderer,
dredaed up, perchance, in the very act, the
whole mussel family are stigmatized unfairly as
oyster killers.
